REPORT OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS. 


The past year has been one of growth and progress for the 
water department. As soon as the ground was settled in 
the spring, about four hundred feet of six inch water pine 
was laid in Allenstown, near the Artistic Webbing Factory, 
for the purpose of adding another hydrant to the system and 
supplying water to houses in that locality, after which there 
were frequent applications from new patrons for service. A 
review of the work at the close of the season showed that 
twenty-two new houses had been connected. 

In the month of October when the water was low in Pleas- 
ant Pond, it was thought best to make some change at the 
gate house. The one built by the contractors did not stand 
the ice pressure in the winter time, it having been necessary 
to keep men there to cut the ice away, which was both ex- 
pensive and unsatisfactory. So a new gate house has bee: 
built with a screen chamber in it, on the pipe line near this 
end of the pond, on land owned by the Ambros Brothers. 

The old gate house out in the pond has been taken down 
to a point below where the ice presses, and a new screen put 
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in it, with one end resting on the bottom of the intake and 
extending inward the length of the screen chamber to a point 
above the top of the main that leads from the pond. 

We feel that much credit is due the Superintendent for 
tke able manner in which tlfe work at the pond was per- 
formed (inasmuch as he was both architect and master 
workman) and having completed it all at a cost of only four 
hundred and eighty three dollars ($483.00). 

Again the income has been suficient to meet all bills, im- 
cluding the payment of more than a thousand dollars for new 
work, besides adding two thousand dollars more to the sink- 
ing fund. A much better showing might have been made 
had it not been for the loss of several buildings by fire, and 
the fact that so many houses have been vacant.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS. 


Lo the School Board of the School District of Pembroke: 


I herewith submit my fifth annual report as superintendent 
of the schools of Pembroke. 


In harmony with the urgent need of economy this report 
is brief. 


Work ACCOMPLISHED. 


The work done in the schools was of a high order and 
‘gratifying results were obtained. Music and drawing were 
successfully taught by the same supervisor as last year, Miss 
Esther Peabody. 


THe Lack oF PERMANCY IN THE TEACHING FORCE. 


The problem of securing and retaining efficient teachers 
in the rural schools is most important. Its solution depends 
largely upon two conditions, first, a salary commensurate with 
the requirements of the schools and large enough to compare 
favorably with salaries of teachers in city schools; second, 
a suitable home, where the teacher can secure good board, a 
pleasant, well ventilated and heated room at a reasonable 
price. These two conditions must be met by every community 
that good teachers may. be retained. 


THE TEACHING OF PATRIOTISM. 
Emphasis should be placed upon the teaching of Patri- 
otism in our schools at this time, as it should have been 


done in the past existence of our schools. 
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A caution should be given to those zealous in a particular 
line of patriotic work that too great a demand may not be 
made upon the time of the pupils. There are numerous lines . 
of patriotic work calling upon us all for righteous service and 
should be hailed with delight, but if all these lines make a 
demand upon the school time of the pupils, but little time 
will be left to teach the fundamentals. 

Thrift, Patriotism and Righteousness are fundamentals 
and should be taught as such. 

Our pupils and teachers have been active in patriotic work 
for the Red Cross, Liberty Bonds and Thrift Stamps, also | 
in the work of conservation of food and fuel and of food 
production. 

It requires a great deal of wisdom to know just how much 
time should be allowed work beyond the regular curriculum, 
however worthy the work may be and however much the 
teachers and parents may be interested in it. I fear that in 
some instances too much time and energy has been given to 
such work to the detriment of the regular school work by 
causing confusion in school organization and discipline. 


A CHANGE IN THE Laws oF NEw HAMPSHIRE RELATING 
To Pustic SCHOOLS. 


An amendment to the Public Statutes by the last General 
Court reads: 

“The fiscal year of town and, special schvol districts be- 
ginning February 16, 1917, shall end August 31, 1918, and 
thereafter the fiscal and the scholastic year shall end August 
31, annually, 

At its annual meeting holden in accordance with the pro- 
‘visions of section 1, chapter 90, of the Public Statutes, such 
school districts shall raise and appropriate money for the 
support of schools to be expended during he fiscal year be- 
ginning September 1, next succeeding.” 
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Your attention is called to this matter so that there may 
_ be sufficient appropriations made at the coming school meet- 
ing to support the schools until August, 1919, which means 
an increase of fifty per cent over the regular appropriations. 


REPAIRS. 


There are many needful repairs to be made upon the school 
houses and buildings, but owing to the enforced financial ana 
labor conditions due to the European War it seems to me to 
be wise to make only those which are absolutely necessary. 

In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation to the 
citizens, school board, teachers and pupils for their cordial 
support. |
